came engaged in a fight in the progress 
of which, David, tho older brother, 
struck John in tho head with his fist. 
Ho died almost instantly. 


News of the fratricide- readied this 


city last evening about eight o'clock 
when Coroner Davidson received a tele- 
gram from Dr. Beard, 
summoning 


him to Lnoasvillo at once. 
The coro- 


ner wont up last night and began iii- 
quiry. Ho is holding the inquest to- 
day. 
The circumstances connected 


with tho murder as near as can bo as- 
cortaiupd aro as follows : 


Hard feelings scorns to havo existed 


between tho two brothers for somo 
time and of late their quaircls have 
grown more fiorco and frequent. 
This, 


their last altercation which resulted 
so seriously, occurred last evening 
about flvo o'clock. 
Tho brothers were 


in the house. John was playing with 
tho dog. David ordered him to put 
tho dog out. John refused to obey. 
David then kicked the dog out at tho 
door and this brought on tho fight, 
John striking David along side of 'the 
face a vicious blo\v. David rotumed 
tho lidc striking John in tho temple 
with his fist. , John, badly dazed, 
walked to another room but soon re- 
turned and was about to renew hostili- 
ties when tho boy's father interfered 
and kept them apart. John immedi- 
ately sank to tho floor and in a few 
minutes 
was dead. 
A doctor wan 


called but life was extinct. 


Whether John's death was directly duo 


to David's blow or whether tho excite- 
ment and angry pitch into which ho 
worked himself up, brought on heart 
failure, is a debated question and can. 
only bo determined after tho result of 
the post mortem examination which is 
being conducted by Drs. Beard and 
Warwick, is madopublic. Ho was sub- 
ject to heart trouble and was complain- 
ing that day of being ill. John was the 
tho first to begin tho fight and it seemg 
to bo tho opinion of tho family and 
neighbors that ho should not naye 
struck David tho first lick. 


David has not been placed under ar- 


rest but is at homo awaiting tho result 
of tho coronor's inquest which is being 
held today. 


The unfortunate occurrence falls a 


sad and heavy blow on tho family. 
Tho brothers aro tho sous of Jesse 
Cockerill, one of the oldest and most 
respected citizens 
of 
the 
county. 


There are eight or ten children in the 
family nearly all grown. The father 
has not been in good health for a long 
time and it is feared this shock may 
uuballonce his mind. 


No one regrets tho sad affair more 


than tho conscience stricken David. 
Ho had no idea his blow would prove 
so fatal and does not think his brother's 
death was directly duo to his lick. 
Coroner Davidson will probably con- 
dude tho postmortem and inquest this 
evening. 


One of tho principal witnesses of tho 


affair was Henry A.Buchanan, a neigh- 
bor, who had dropped in to havo a talk 
with Mr. Cockerill. 
His testimony 


would go to show that David acted in 
self defense and under tho circum- 
stances was not to blamo for the de- 
fensive part he took in the trouble. 


Tho funeral of tho unfortunate boy 


will be held tomorrow at two o'clock.

Archaeologist Moorheal 


Science Tells Us Sometning of Those 


WHO Lived Here Centuries Ago. 


Tlieir Nature, Habits, Cufltomit, Culture, 


Occuimtieim Told by the KJch DepoBiti 


of Kelics, Houep, Ktc.—What They 


Ate («"<! How They Looked and 


kivvd—Some Interesting and 


Important Finds of the 


Last Few Days. 


\Vliat could be more interesting than 


a knowledge of the people, who, cen- 
turies ago roamed over that land which 
is now the site of prosperous, busy 
cities and cultivated productive-farms? 
Their ignorance and primative civili- 
zation knew no method of preserving 
their history and handing down to the 
future generations the knowledge they 
gleaned from nature. 
Yet the wisdom 


of this age finds the means of ante-dat- 
ing history and adding to this *age, 
knowledge of the ages all but lost. 
For several days past there have been 
investigations and 
researches which 


have placed us in possession of a know- 
ledge of tho prehistoric people, who in- 
habited this valley. 
The search has 


been exceptionally productive and ben- 
eficial to science. 
Prof. W. K. Moore- 


head, of the Ohio State University, and 
archeologist for the State Historical so- 
ciety, has been in thia vicinity with a 
corps of assistants for several days. 
He is working under the Historical so- 
ciety, which obtained an appropriation 
from the state for archelogical investi- 
gations. Prof. Moorehead was former- 
ly with tho Smithsonian Institute and 
is a clever gentleman as well as a 
thorough scientist. 
To a Times repor- 


ter yesterday ho gave a very interest- 
ing account of his labors in this vicin- 
ity. 
The work lias been highly suc- 


cessful and will add much to science's 
knowledge of the intensely interesting 
prehistoric races. 


Prof. Moorehead is preparing a map 


of all the mounds in the state. 
He has 


beeii surveying and examining the pre- 
historic remains in Ohio for three 
years p^st, having explored the Mus- 
kiiigum, 
Miami, Upper Scioto and 


other portions and is now working on 


, tho Lower Scioto and Ohio valleys. 
i'The object is to obtain a knowledge 


of the life, cutoms and habits of the 
earliest people. 
The most important 


point in this vicinity was the Peurt 
farm, five miles north of this city, 
where the party has been working for 
several days. A tract of about five 
acres there, Prof. Moorehead discovers, 
was the site of a good sized village. 
To scientists this discovery is more im- 
portant than skeletons, mounds or rel- 
ics because on a village site is found 
tho 
refuse, bones, 
pottery, imple- 


ments, etc., preserved in ashes, -which 
throw much light on the civilization 
of tiie past centuries. This village was 
occupied for a long time for there is 
three feet of ashes, refuse, etc., there. 
It ia with an instinct, that to the lay- 
man resembles Sherlock Holmes' won- 
derful detective ingenuity, that the 
archeologist declares from an investiga- 
tion of the site that tho people were 
more intelligent than the other tribes, 
had some conception of art, were agri- 
culturists, ate black snakes, ground 
hogs and other animals, Which preju- 
dice places now beyond the pale of eat- 
ililes, that they traveled, traded, were 
healthy, etc., etc. There seerns to be 
no limit to the story told by the bare 
ground through archeologists lips. The

.3visse Me,' or 'Old Sir Simon the King.' 
with, diversions, till 
themselves and 


1heir audience were tired; after which 
as manv plavers on the hautby would in 
most harsh and discordant tones grate 
forth 'Green Sleeves,' 'Yellow Stock- 
ings,' 'GUIan of Crowdon,' or some such 
comtnou dance tune, and the people 
thought it fair music." 


At a much later period we are as- 


fured that one of these songs—"Old Sir 
.Simon the King1'—with others such as 
'"Bobbing Joan," and "Sir George, He 
f\Yas for 
England," 
amused • Squire 


'Western in his cups-—for he never rel- 
ished any music but what was light 
and airy. The numerous foreign mu- 
sicians who visited this country r.t the 
restoration, though they may have hin- 
dered the development of a school of 
genuine British music, undoubtedly did 
much to raise the tone of the per- 
formances then thought good enough, 
for the public. Years, however, were to 
elapse before the art freed itself from 
the associations of the tavern, and vocal

THE THRONE OF THUNDER. 


Highest Point of Mountains on th« We*t 


Coast, of Afrlt-it. 


Mungo Mah ?Lobeh, the throne, or 


place, of thunder, as the natives call it, 
the Peak of Cameroons ns the whites 
call it, is the highest point on the west- 
ern side of the African continent. 


The first view the vognger gets of it, 


who, coming from the northward, has 
been coasting for weeks, 
along- low 


sJiorcs, and up the rivers fringed 'with 
mangrove swamp, is a tiling no man can 
ever forget. Suddenly, right up out of 
the sea, the great mountain rises to its 
13,760 feet, while close at hand,'to west- 
ward, towers the lovely island mass of 
Fernando To to its 10,100 
feet; and 


great ns is its first charm, every time 
you see it it becomes greater, although 
it is never the same. Five times I hare 
been in the beautiful bay at its foot, 
and never seen it twice alike; 
some- 


times it is wreathed with indigo-black 
tornado clouds, sometimes crested with 
snow, sometimes standing out hard and 
clear as though made of metal, and 
sometimes softly gorgeous, with green, 
gold, purple, and pink vapors, tinted by 
the sunset. 


There are only two distinct 
moun- 


tains, or peaks, to this glorious thing 
that geologists brutally call "an intru- 
sive mass"—]Jig Cameroon and Little 
Cameroon. The latter, -Mungo Mah 
EtiiHleh, has not yet 
been 
scaled 


though it is only 5.S20 feet; one reason 
for this doubtless is that people desir- 
ous of going up mountains, a rather 
rare form o£ human beings in fever- 
stricken, over-worked West. Africa, nat- 
urally try for (he big peak; also the lit- 
tle peak is mostly sheer cliff, and cov- 
ered with almost impenetrable 
bush. 


Behind the Cameroons 
mountain, in- 


land, there are two chains of moun- 
tains, or one chain deflected, bearing 
the names of Kumbi and Omon moun- 
tains. 


These are little known at present, and 


are clearly no relation of Mungo's; they 
are almost at right angles to it, and are 
I believe, infinitely older in structure, 
and continuous with the many-named 
range we know in Congo Francaise as 
the Sien-c del Crystal. In .a southwest 
direction from Cameroons 
mountain, 


out in the Atlantic, is a series of vol-' 
canic islands, presumably belonging to 
the same volcanic line of activity— 
Principe, 3,000 feet; San Thome, 4 913 
feet, and, further away still, Ascencion 
Saint Helena and the Tristan cl'Acun- 
na groups.—National Review.

the air in the fashion of birds." 


Leaving- the indefinite out of the reck- 


oning, we first find adefinite project for 
mounting into the air in the device of 
Francis Lana, an Italian Jesuit, who, in 
1570, published his plan of four copper 
balls, exhausted of air to form a vac- 
uirm, supporting a vessel, and with a 
sail attached to give the necessary hori- 
zontal motion. He supposed that in 
practice these would displace a volume 
of air greater in weight than the wei<vht 
of the balls, but this would not really be 
the case. This idea, and that of the 
subsequently perfected balloon, had its 
starting point in the discovery of the 
principle of the pressure of fluids, elu- 
cidated by Archimedes, of Syracuse in 
200 B. C. 


The discovery of hydrogen by Caven- 


dish, in 17GO, led Joseph Black, profes- 
sorof chemistry in the University of Ed- 
inburgh, to suggest in one of his lec- 
tures that a weight might be lifted from 
the ground by attaching to it a sphere 
of some suitable material filled with 
this very light gas. 
This idea, casually 


uttered, but not followed up, was re- 
membered sonic years later by Tiberius 
Cavallo, an Italian merchant, who, in 
1872, tested its truth by experiment. 
His attempts to fill paper bags with 
hydrogen failed, owing to the rapidity 
with which the subtle gas escaped 
through the pores of the paper. Then 
he collected the gas in soapy water, and 
a bubble of gas ascended; so that a soap 
bubble filled with hydrogen was the 
first balloon. This experiment seems to 
have been repeated by Cavallo before 
the Hoyal society, and is described in 
their "Transactions," but it was pur- 
sued no further, the practical energy 
not being forthcoming at this stage, 
when it was nothing more than a scien- 
tific curiosity and an interesting-experi- 
ment, apparently too trifling 
to be 


worth more than thought. — Gentle- 
man's Magazine.
